Guard forbidden 
to patrol without

SETTLERS volunteering for Civil 
Guard units are being forbidden to 
patrol if they are not accompanied 
by a policeman, Civil Guard Cmdr. 
Yossi Zacharia confirmed 


yesterday. 

‘Zacharia told The Post that this 
policy was in line with the military 
order under which Civil Guard units 
were established in the past two 
years in four Jewish communities in 
Judea and Samaria. 

However, Zacharia admitted that 
police had informed settlement lead- 
ers that the order would be changed, 
but until now it has not been done. 

-‘There were promises,"" Za- 
charia said, adding, “‘the subject is 
Still in discussion.” 

Zacharia said he supported allow- 
ing the settlers to operate without 
policemen. 

“It’s something that needs to be 
done;’’ he said. 

Unable to operate without being 
accompanied by a policeman, the 
Civil Guard units -- traditionally 
meant'to ease the work-load of the 
police force - have been largely 
ineffective in the territories, accord- 
ing to settlement leaders. 

“+41 don't understand what the 
problem is,"’ said Ma’aleh Adumim 
Mayor Benny Kashriel, whose city 
has a Civil Guard unit. “We operate 


inside our communities so there is 
little if any chance of confrontation 
with Arabs.’ 

Other units exist in Givat Ze’ev, 
Ariel and Ma’aleh Efriam. 

“We have dozens of peaple that 
are willing to volonteer, but there is 
nothing [we can] do with them,” 


‘The establishment of Civil Guard 
units in the territories was held up 
for years, for fear of a possible con- 
frontation between Jewish and Arab 
residents of the territories.

Unnecessary loan 
repayments hurt 


thousands of 
poor immigrants

MORE than 9,000 elderly and 
handicapped new immigrants from 
the former Soviet Union continue to 
have Jewish Agency loan repay- 
ments automatically deducted each 
month from their bank accounts, al- 
though the Jewish Agency canceled 
their debts five months ago. 

On February 23, the Jewish 
Agency announced that immigrants 
falling into three hardship categories 
— elderly, i and their 
dependents — did not have to pay 
back absorption basket loans they 
had taken from the agency when 
they arrived here. 

Most of these loans came to be- 
tween NIS 1,500 and NIS 5,000 per 
person. The agency has said it will 
absorb their cost, According to the 
original loan agreement, repayment 
was to begin after a three-year grace 
period, via automatic monthly de- 
ductions from the individual’s bank 
account. The first‘deductions began 
in February. 

Unfortunately, as Zionist Forum 
President Natan Sharansky wrote to 
agency Chairman Avraham Burg 
last week, payments are being de- 
ducted from the bank accounts of 
more than 9,000 Russian immi- 
grants who fall into the exempted 
categories. 

Monthly deductions average 
NIS 135 per person, depending on 
the size of the original loan. 

“It may not seem like a lot, but 
these people are living just below 
the poverty line,” said Zionist Fo- 
tum director-general Ariela Ravdel. 

A typical elderly immigrant cov- 
ple lives off its NIS 1,677 monthly 
payment from the National Insar- 
ance Institute. The poverty line is set 
at NIS 1,776 per couple, and 
NIS 270 cuts deeply into their bud- 
get, she said. 

“They still have to pay rent, so 
this money comes from their food 


budget,” Ravdel noted. “Their suf-_ 


fering is enormous.”

LOS ANGELES (Reuter) - US 
researchers have discovered that 
even mild stimulation of the im- 
mune system, such as a flu vacci- 
nation, appears to stimulate the 
growth of.the AIDS virus, HIV, 
they report in a paper to be pub- 
lished today. 

Researchers at the University 
of California-Los Angeles AIDS 
Institute say in the August issue 
of the journal Blood that their 
findings should be used by doc- 
tors in deciding which HIV pa- 
tients should be given flu 
vaccines. 

They caution that while the 
vaccine increases the production 
of HIV virus cells, the growth of 
the virus cells is even greater 
when those patients actually 
catch the flu. . 

The research team, headed by 
Dr. William O*Brien of the 
UCLA School of Medicine, sug- 
gests that most HIV patients 
should still get flu shots, ‘since 
actual infection with influenza vi- 
rus may be more damaging.” 

But patients with advanced 
AIDS don't have a good response 
to the flu vaccine “and perhaps 
these patients should not be vac- 
cinated.” they say. 

The team said the growth of 
the virus cells when stimulated by 
the flu vaccine is temporary and 
that after a while the levels go 
down. 

They caution that any stimala- 
tion from the environment. such 
as an allergy attack, could cause 
the growth of HIV cells to in- 
crease temporarily. 

“What may be happening is 
that intermittent stimulation 
from the environment is going to 
cause frequent smal bursts of vi- 
rus growth. That may lead to dis-

Bosnian Croat forces, helped by up to 
10,000 Croaiian army regulars, seized Gra- 
hove and Giamoc in southwest Bosnia on 
Friday in a bid to ease pressure on their 
Moslem allies defending the Bihac enclave 
in the north. 

Bosnian Serb forces launched artillery at- 
tacks on Glamoc and Grahovo yesterday, 
the Croatian news agency HINA reported. 

The United States, although anxious not 
to see a widening of the Balkan war, is 

leased Croatia is aiding Bosnian Moslems. 
in the Bihac area and believes this could 
make NATO intervention there unneces- 
sary, US officials said yesterday. 


But Russia said it might seek action by the 


UN Security Council to halt Croat military 
action that has stunned the Serbs and threat- 
ens to change the balance of power in 
Bosnia. 

Croat forces were “exerting pressure west 
towards Knin, with massive artillery and 
mortar shelling of (Krajina) border villages 
around Strmici,” UN spokesman Chris Ver- 
non said.

Britain denies freezing aid to Kenya - Researchers 


NAIROBI (Reuter) - Britain 
denied yesterday it was freezing 
bilateral government-to- 
government aid to Kenya, 
saying this aid was programmed 
to be released subject to Kenyan 
economic and political progress. 

British High Commissioner 
Simon Hemans said comments 
made last week by British 
minister for -.overseas 
development Lynda Chalker 
had been misunderstood. 

“She didn’t. call it a freeze. 
There is no freeze...Program 
(bilateral) aid is dependent on 
the ESAF (International 
Monetary Fund Enbanced 
Structural Adjustment Facility 
agreement) and forward 
momentum.” he said after 
Teading a statement agreed with 
Chatker.

The residents offered no resistance to the 
contingents of the police, Border Police, Mili- 
tary Police, and paratroopers assigned the task 
of evacuating them.

“My agent in New York told 
me that I was insane to bury my- 
self in Israel.” she reminisces 
about the year when Pavelka fol- 
lowed her boyfriend at the time, 
conductor Asher Fisch, to his 
homeland. : 

“Asher told me there was a 
lack of mezzos in Israel. We were 
deeply in love, so it was the most 
obvious thing to do.” 

A year [ater the two married, 
and two years ago they moved to 
Berlin, where Fisch won a post at 
the local Staatsoper as Daniel 
Barenboim’s assistant. 

They are now preparing to 
move to Vienna, where Fisch has 
been named the music director of 
the Volksoper beginning in the 
fall of 1996. Pavelka also signed a 
contract to become a member of 
the Volksoper, as well as of the 
other opera house in Vienna -- 
the Staatsoper. 

They have a four-year-old girl, 
Aniko. “It’s a Hungarian name. 


something tiny 
suddenly this huge fat blonde 
thing came out, and she looked 
just like my mother, so I had to 
find a Hungarian name for her,” 
Pavelka says with that sparkle in 
her eyes that appears whenever 
she speaks about her family. 
Pavelka, who is “thi 
thing, my teacher told me never 


“to say my age,” is not your typical 


singer. Apything but a prima 
donna, she enjoys talking about 
life in general much more than 
about her career. 

“I work more from a spiritual 
point of view. I put my energy to 
the universe, and I always take 
what happens. When something

feels right I do it.” 

There is no doubt that the Vi- 
enna contract felt very right. And 
50 at the moment, while perform- 
ing some concerts with the Israel 
Philharmonic Orchestra at night. 
Pavelka is studying six new roles, 
which she will have to perform 
between September and January 
in Vienna. 

“And 1 don't even know yet 
what I'm singing in the second 
part of the season. I'm learning 
Cherubino in Figaro in both Ger- 
man and Italian, which means 
learning it twice. 1 do Orlofsky in 
Fledermaus in a version in which 
I have to add ἃ lot of Russian 
dialogue to the role; I do Mer- 
cedes in Carmen, Hansel in Han- 
sel and Gretel, and Siegrune (one 
of the war maidens] in Wagner's 
Walkiire.” 

She notes that this contract is 
“a sign of personal and profes- 
sional growth for me. It came just 
at the right time. I have sung in 
Vienna before, but I was imma- 
ture and insecure as a human be- 
ing at the time.” 

She's also looking forward to 
the city itself. 

“Vienna will be much more ex- 
citing. It’s more international and 
more relaxed in its daily life than 
Berlin.” 

She works hard, but the impor- 
tant thing is “not to become a 
slave to the job. There is no real 
point in singing opera in one part 
of the world and spending lone- 
some evenings in a hotel room 
while your Joved ones are in an- 
other part of the world.” 

In Israel, Pavelka sang with vir- 
tually every orchestra in the coun- 
try and several roles 
with the New Israeli Opera, in- 
dading Lena in the recent world 
premiere of Yosef Ταὶς Joseph. 


Pavelka grew up in Montreal 
and suffered from the local ver- 
sion of racism. “Ὁ still remember 
as kids that other kids threw 
stones at us calling us Polacks. I 
did not like growing up there. 1 
despised French, because it was 
imposed on me. Montreal was 
not an easy place to live in for 
East Europeans.” 

She studied opera in Montreal 
and performed extensively 
throughout Canada before em- 
barking on a more intemational 
career that eventually led to 
meeting Fisch and landing up in 
Jerusalem. 

“We had a great time here. 
Every Friday afternoon I was just 
singing lieder for fun at home 
with Asher at the piano. And 
when sometimes we did not have 
the time or energy, the neighbors 
would complain. They sort of 
liked that weekly concert.” 

But Jerusalem became trau- 
matic in 1991. “I was giving birth 
just as the Gulf war broke out 
and I felt entirely insecure. I was 
really afraid. After all I'm Cana- 
dian, and here there were bombs 
flying around. I didn't sleep or 
eat for two weeks.” 

Still, Pavelka definitely hopes 
the time will come when she, her 
husband and daughter will again 
live in Israel. ‘At the moment it’s 
not feasible for my husband. But 
eventually I know it will happen, 
and I will just love it. 

Although living abroad, Fisch 
is currently music director of the 
Israel Symphony Rishon Lezion, 
which is the house orchestra of 
the New Israeli Opera. 

Pavelka sings the role of Alisa 
in the IPO's concert version of 
Lucia di Lammermoor tonight at 
the Mann Auditorium in Tel 
Aviv. Next month she will al- 
ready be singing on Vienna's 
prestigious opera stages. 


Sound track more like a shopping list than an album 


HE advance hype for Bar- 

man Forever, Music from 

the Motion Picture (Hed 
Arzi) is enough to make one want 
to crawl into a cave, hang upside 
down and go blind, if not deaf to 
boot. 

And yet, one has to admit that 
the album's line up looks impres- 
sive. 

It's amazing what money can 
indeed buy, in this case, the par- 
ticipation of U2, Seal, P.J. Har- 
vey and Massive Attack plus the 
brilliant, if less commercial, Eddi 
Reader and the reliably gloomy 
Nick Cave. 

The package is obviously as 
calculated as a quarterly budget 
plan, and a smart one at that. 


Despite her fruity name, exec- 
utive producer Jolene Cherry has 
proven her ability to rake in 
meat-and-potatoes profits while 
serving up a sound track which 
has its moments. 

Most of those moments, how- 
ever, are interludes provided by 
the small-time artists delighted to 
snap up this chance to pay off 
their mortgages and other debts. 

Riding on the coattails of a 
movie which broke US box-office 
records pulling in $53 million 
within a week, it managed to go 
gold within that same span. 

Its first single, U2"s “Hold Me,

Disney Chairman and CEO 
Michael Eisner said the deal with 
Capital Cities/ABC Inc. is ‘‘a nat- 
ural fit’’ that was arranged only ἃ 
week ago. 

Speaking on ABC’s ‘‘Good 
Morning America’ program, 
Eisner said he met Capital Cities 
.Chairman and Chief Executive 
Officer Thomas Murphy in Sun 
Valley, Idaho, about 10 days ago 
and asked him if it was time to go 
ahead with the merger, a subject 
they had discussed over the past 
three years, 

““He simply looked at me and 
said ‘OK’ ’*, Eisner said. 

The anvouncement came as 
merger talks between another 
major television network, CBS 
Inc., and the Westinghouse Elec- 
tric Corp. were reported to be 
close to a conclusion. Disney had 
been named as one of the possi- 
ble counter-bidders for CBS. 

“The rumor for years has been 
that Disney would buy ont CBS 
and now that CBS is having its

INCREASING private savings .

Cologne gunman who killed two 
may have wanted to hijack plane 


COLOGNE, Germany (AP) -

repeatedly shouted ‘‘passport!’” 
but may have meant ‘‘airport,’’

Tzaban cited three major problems that he said 
must be dealt with. One is finding housing for elder- 
ly immigrants, with some 10,000 elderly singles and 
couples still in need of permanent housing. 

Finding work for professional immigrants in the 
fields in which they worked in their country of origin 
is also a problem, he said. The issue of social inte- 
gration is still a concern, he added, noting that there 
were still numerous negative stereotypes associated 
with immigrant from the former Soviet Union. 

Both Tzaban and Deputy Education Minister Mi- 
cha Goldman criticized the Jewish Agency for not 
meeting its financial obligations to various projects 
aimed at promoting immigration.

Commit- 
tee chairman MK Tsahi Hanegbi, 
who held a press conference at 
the Knesset yesterday together 
with MKs Ran Cohen, Abdul 
Wahab Darawshe and Moshe Pe- 
leg, said that the committee 
hoped to enlist a wide consensus 
in the Knesset to back the bill. 

Dr. Moshe Becker, a traffic ex- 
pert who acts as a consultant for 
the committee, predicted that the 
annual toll of toad deaths, which 
stood at 541 last year, could reach 
700 a year by 2000 if uothing was 
done.

Army accidents down 
during first half of ’95

THE number of army accidents has 
decreased during the first half of this 
year Compared to previous years, the 
Foreign Affairs and Defense Com- 
mittee was told yesterday. 

According to a report by the head 
of the IDF’s manpower division, 
Gen. Yoram Yair, 10 soldiers were 
killed in accidents between January 
and June, including five in army- 
related road-accidents. Only one of 
the 10 was killed in a training acci- 
dent, and none were killed in weap- 
ons-related accidents, 

Another 25 soldiers committed 
suicide. However, Dr. Shmuel 
Caron, head of the army’s mental 
health division, said that in only four 
of these cases was the suicide direct- 
ly related to the soldier’s army 


service. τ 

Thirty-fous soldiers were killed in 
terrorist attacks: 20 at Beit Lid, sev- 
en in Kfar Darom and seven in 
Lebanon, 

Reporters were not given figures 
for the corresponding six-month pe- 
tiods in previous years. However, 
comparison of whole-year figures 
indicates that this year’s 10 acci- 
dents so far is less that half the 
yearly total for every year since 
1978, except for 1993, when there 
were only 17 accidents the entire 
year. The worst year was 1978, with 
89 deaths from accidents. 

The five soldiers killed in road 
accidents represent less than half the 
yearly total for that type of death for 
every year since 1978, except 1993.

Not according to an unpublished re- 
port by the Hadassah Career Counsel- 
ing Institute. The report, which exam- 
ines the way Israeli teenagers choose 
their careers, was coordinated by insti- 
tute director and psychologist Yitzhak 
Garty, and is an eye-opener for trend- 
watchers eagerty anticipating Israel’s 
transformation into an egalitarian 
society. 

“Changes are taking place,” says the 
50-year-old Garty from his office at Ha- 
dassah headquarters in the center of 
Jerusalem. “But Israel remains a very 


conservative society, and the process is _ 


very slow.” 

Based on questionnaires sent out to 
some 1,400 students (715 boys and 687 
girls) living in urban areas, the Hadas- 
sah study is one of a series of ongoing 
surveys performed by the Career Coun- 
seling Institute since its inception in 


Students from the eighth and ninth 
grades (13- to 15-year-olds) were select- 
ed for the survey because it is at this 
Juncture in their education that they 
must choose one out of 40 “career 
tracks” which will then follow 
though high school up unti the begin- 
ning of their military service. More- 
over, says Garty, other studies per- 
formed by the institute show that the 
vast majority of boys and girls stick with 
the career choices they make as 
adolescents. 

Among the institute's findings: 

4 Of the adolescents surveyed, equal 
numbers of boys and girls want to enter 
the same three professions which top a 
list of the 10 most popular career 
choices: law (approximately 19 per-

© After that, however, youngsters 
choose careers predominantly along 
gender-based lines. Boys invariably 
pick careers where men already pre- 
dominate, and which women tend to 
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stay away from. For example, 11 per- 
cent of boys were interested in working 
with computers, against 1 percent of 
girls. Women tend to gravitate to- 
wards vocations that men almost uni- 
versally avoid: acting (girls: 10 percent, 
boys: 3 percent); social work (girls 5 
percent, boys 1 percent); and psycholo- 
gy (girls 10 percent; boys 3 percent). 


.Φ The criteria for selecting a career 


also reflect wel}-established social 
roles. Both sexes put salary as their 
foremost consideration. After income 
level, however, the second and third 
most important considerations for boys 
are chances for promotion and ad- 
vancement (girls rank this fourth) and 
fringe benefits (fifth for girls). 

Girls have a different set of criteria: 
they rank degree of interest next after 
salary (boys rank this fourth) and “pos- 
sibility for self-expression” as the third 
most important quality in the work 
place (boys rank this sixth). : 
© The parents” career plays a signifi- 
cant role in influencing their children's 
choice of career track. The father's ca- 
reer generally has a positive imfluence 


* on career selection for both boys and 


girls, whereas the mother's career has a 
predominantly negative influence. 


WHILE THE survey does not present 
what Garty describes as “earth-shatter- 
ing™ new information on adolescents’ 
career choices, there are a few 


surprises. 

Take the figure pointing to a sizable 
jump in girls" desire to become thera- 
pists, says Garty. Ten years ago, psy- 


. chology was the near exclusive province 


of men. In the-interim, women have 
entered the field in sizable numbers. 
But Garty warns against interpreting 
this trend as a sign that women are 
breaking into a vaunted male domain. 
In fact, he says, the opposite is true. 

“Studies have shown that when wom- 
en enter a profession its status goes 
down, and along with it, the income,” 
he says. Men originally entered the 
field because they thought they would 
make a lot of money, based on the

While 16 percent 
of daughters of managers said they 
would like to follow in their mother’s 
footsteps, a telling 58 percent said they 
would prefer another profession alto- 
gether. “They listened to their mother’s 

. frustrations,” says.Garty, “and decided 
that it’s better to stay away.” 

Yet despite the resolute refusal of 
men to take up professions that are 
anything but male-associated and male- 
dominated, women slowly seem to be 
moving into new areas. Both business 
administration and law have shown net 
gains in terms of desirability for women 
m the last decade, observes Garty. 

What surprised him, liowever, was 
the extent (around 5 percent) to which 
girls and women seem to stay away 
from professions that require some 
technological expertise -- professions

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Generals to the rescue 


The opposition will undoubtedly counter by 
sending generals who vehemently oppose cur- 
rent policies. And instead of the Israeli army 
being above the political battle — an instamment 
of the state rather than of the party in power — 
the “ΜΓ of the generals’* will become an ugly 
part of the debate in the US over Israel’s direc- 
tion. ᾧ 

But even more offensive is the the premise on 
which this move is based. For years, those who 
advocate territorial concessions and the’ relin- 
quishment of strategic assets to the Palestinians 
and the Arab regimes have beeh saying that 
such assets no longer matter, because peace is 
the most effective defense. ἃ 

Now the government is asking, not statesmen 
or historians, but generals to assure Americans 
that peace is indeed an defense dsset. But rely- 
ing on generals to evaluate the prospects of 
peace, which depend wholly on the intentions of 
potential’ enemies, is as incongruous as it is 
foolhardy. 

To predict what an adversary intends to do, 
military men — whose historic scope is limited 
and training one-sided — are no more qualified 
than the proverbial man in the street. There is no 
better example of this inadequacy, and the di- 
sastrous consequences’ of relying only on mili- 
tary wisdom, than the judgment call made by 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabi himself in July 
1973. Subscribing to the conventional wisdom 
of the time (known in Isrdel.as ‘‘the concept’’), 
Rabin wrote a long, analytic article contending, 
that war with the Acabs was impossible. The 
Arab regimes, be wrote, were both unwilling 
and unable to go to war against Israel. 

Then as now, Rabin -- ἃ former prime minis- 
ter and chief of staff — was known not only for 
his brilliant analytical mind but as a top author- 
ity on military affairs. His prognosis undoubt- 
edly encouraged the nation’s tragic complacen- 
cy. Yet it was not his military assessment that 
. Based on Arab defeats, the 
balance of forces in 1973,,and Israel’s many 
strategic advantages, military logic dictated that 


war was not a viable option for the Arabs. The . 


economic, psychological, and political factors -- 
and most especially the differe nce between 
Middle Eastern thinking and Western rationale 
—.Were not taken into account. : 

One should like. to hope that neither the 
pposition will again be 
seduced into viewing security solely through 
military eyes. If war is too serious a matter to be 
left to generals, peace most certainly is.

Tax receipts increase 9% 
to NIS 7.4 billion last month

TAX receipts rose nine percent 
to NIS 7.4 billion last month 
from last July, State Revenues 
Director Tsipi Gal-Yam reported 
yesterday. 

During the first seven months 
of the year, tax revenues in- 
creased 5% from the same peri- 
od last year, reaching NIS 49.1b. 

However, adjusting for ‘egisla- 
tive tax changes and tax pay- 
ments transferred to the Palestin- 
ian Authority, which reduced the 
tax base, revenues rose 8%. 

Income and property tax reve- 
nues were up 6% to NIS 3.9}. 

Since January, revenues have 
tisen 7%, reflecting a jump in 
individual income tax receipts, 
despite reductions in individual 
and corporate income taxes. 

Property tax receipts continued 


dropping last month, as housing - 


purchases moderated after reve- 
gues doubled in the past six 
years, 

Customs and Value Added 
Taxes soared 13% in real terms to 


NIS 3.3b. 

During the first seven months 
of the year, customs and VAT 
Teceipts rose 2%. 

However, when adjusting for 
customs and purchase tax reduc- 
tions, and tax transfers to the Pal- 
estinians, VAT and customs re- 
ceipts rose 6%. 

VAT refunds expanded by 6% 
in the past seven months, reflect- 
ing the country’s consumption 
binge during that period. 

Last month, car imports 
jumped 30% to 12,000 cars, com: 
pared with the same period last 
year. 

According to the Treasury, the 
sharp rise in car imports may rep- 
Tesent an adjustment to the mod- 
erate 5% increase during the first 
half of the year. 

Imports of laundry washers fell 
20%, dishwashers 9% and televi- 
sions 9%. 

By contrast, refrigerator im- 
ports shot up 55% and video re- 
corders 54%.

THERE'S been no shortage of 

voices raised about Jonathan Pol- 

lard over the last few weeks.

The most recent flap concems 
a statement issued in Jerusalem 
at the weekend: in which Pollard, 
using intemperate language, is 
said to have fired his American 
attorney, Nancy Luque, and con- 
demned two major supporters, 
Amnon Dror, head of the Public 
Committee in Israel, and Sey- 
mour Reich, president of the 


. American Zionist Movement. 


“These people have put my lire 
in danger." the statement quoted 
Pollard as saying. 

Pollard’s family has been de- 
scribed as dumbfounded and dis- 
heartened by the statement. They 
did not comment on it, other than 
to express vigorous support for 
Luque, Pollard's attorney in 
Washington. 

The unsigned statement was 
* distributed on the letterhead of 
CLC, a Jerusalem communica- 
tions firm owned by Charles 
Levine. 

In a fetter of apology to Reich, 
dated August 1, Levine attribut- 
ed-the statement to Esther Zeitz- 
Pollard, whom Pollard is said to 
have married in prison. “We gave 
Esther free license to work in our 
office,” Levine wrote. ‘‘Clearly 
she drafied the press release in 
question and circulated [it] totally 
on her own initiative.”
